because she had not been consulted. Now, in 
the case ofthe sppointmeut of Yang Shib-hsiang 
as Acting Govornsr, Germany again protested, 
proicesing auger at his being appointed with- 
out her previous approval, She is following 
exictly tho procedure adopted in Mancharin by 
Russia, who com pslled C hina to obtain Russian 
Approval bafors nominating anew Governor- 
General or Governors, In-the wallinown caso 
of Chonapu, the Tartar Gonoral of Hei-lung- 
kiaug, when this procedure was not followed, 
Roesia vetood the »ppointment. 

To Germany, China hos replied that Ho 
Tingkan and Y ang Shib-heinny were appointod 
Acting Gavernars only, not — substantive 
Governors, her explonation implying a y- cogni- 
ticn of the right of German int-rference in the 
cara of tubstantive appointments. Just ns 
Count von Biilow declured, even when med- 
dling with thé Tibet question, that Germany 
hus uo interest in Tibs . 0, while practicaliy 
shutting Shan-tong agoninst ull foreign enter- 
prise except Gorman, and en‘orcing ber right 
to interference with the appointment of a 
Chineso Governor, Germany will profess 
adherence to the policy of the open door and 
diseloim any intention of interfering with tho 
domestic ulfairs of China. Biron Mamm, the 
German Minister. moreover, insisted that bo- 
fors proce-ding to.his post Yang Shik-bsiang 
must come to Peking and see him Yung 
Shilhsiany declined ond osked Baron Mumm to 
goto Tien-trin. Baron Mumm rofused, aon , 
«hive weakly piviug way, Yang Shih. bsiang 
yeslordey came fo'a temple near Peking and 
to-day had» prolouged suterview with Baron 
Monn after a luocheen given in tha tomple by 
ao Chinese official. ;

troops, and much suffering is thereby caused

The 
sati-toxin' is much the moro powerfal, appearing 
to neutralize 100 times its weight of toxin. 

The production of metallic caleium at 1 retail 
price of $2.00 a pound in Germany is of interest 
although the preseat demand is small.’

The amelting of n ton of iron 
requires a furnace charge of about 7,200 pounds 
of raw material and tha supplying of 11,700 
pounds of sir. While the composition of the
